OCEAN HORROR 


Eighty-Six Lives Lost on the 
Coast of Finland. 


Collision Between a Coaster and an 
Excursion Steamer. 


THE LATTER GOES DOWN WITH ALL 
ON BOARD. 


Thirty-Nine Bodies of the Dead Recovered 
—Many Examples of Self-Sacrifice— 
Five Persons Buried by a Landslide in 
the Tyrol—Eighteen Passengers In- 
jured in a Colorado Train Wreck— 
Casualty Record. 


Lonpon, Aug. 10.—Fuller details of the col- 
lision, attended by great loss of life, between 
steamers near the coast of Finland,show that 
two coasting steamers, the Ajax and the 
Runeberg, collided off the Port of Helsing- 
fors, cabital of Finland, on Monday night. 
The Ajax was loaded with people from Hel- 

“singfors, who were out for a Sunday sail, The 
Runeberg was inthe coasting business. The 
Ajax had started out on Monday and been de- 
ayed on the return by a heavy fog. The Cap- 
tain concluded to proceed slowly into port and 
was not at a high speed when the collision 
occurred. The Runeberg, owing to the fog, 
had no notice of the approach of the Ajax 
and was going at ordinary speed. The Rune- 
berg struck the Ajax near the center, shat- 
tering that steamer so that the water flowed 
ininatorrent. When the narrowest part of 
the channel was reached the steamer Rune- 
berg was met going out. The Captain of the 
Ajax attempted to cross the bow of 
the Runeberg and ¢he latter changed her 
course. In a minute after she was 
struck the Ajax sunk and the Runeberg 
went aground. Those on board the Runeberg 
threw overboard life buoys, boxes, chairs, 
tables—in fact, everything that would float 
and help tosupport the people struggling in 
the water. At the same time her boats were 
lowered and pulled away in the dark, guided 
by the cries of the drowning, and sugeceeded 
insavinganumber of the passengers and 
crew ofthe Ajax. 

The passengers on the Ajax were nearly all 
Swedish Finns. They behaved with notable 
courage in the awful situation. The men 
pushed the women and children to the life 
buoys, thrown out by the Runeberg, and took 
their chances struggling inthe water. There 
was no time to lower boats, as the Ajax sank 
almost immediately, carrying down nearly 
one hundred persons. The Runeberg was 
ba injured and cou!d not have remained 
aflonl "ng, but her Captain stood by as long 
as possible tosave all that he could of the 
Ajax passengers andcrew. Eighty-six per- 
sons are missing and thirty-nine bodies have 
been recovered. 


THE EARTH ROCKED. . 


GERMAN CITIES VISITED BY AN EARTHQUAKE 
TO-DAY. 


BERLIN, Aug. 10.—At 8:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing an earthquake was feltat Ems, Coblenz, 
Viender, Nassau and Nieder Lahnstein. The 
movement lasted ten seconds. At Nieder 
Lahnstein the shock was so severe thata 
number of chimneys were thrown down, and 
the people were in great fear of their lives. 
The school-house at this place was damaged 
and the scholars were panic stricken. Wild 
rushes were made for the doors and win- 
dows, and some of the smaller children were 
hurt in the scramble to escape from the 
building, which it was thought would fall. 

At Coblenz when the people realized that 
an earthquake prevailed they precipit- 
ately left their dweilings.and made their way 
to the open spaces. Many ofthe people who 
gare visiting the place for their health were 
taking their early morning bath atthe time 
of the shock. They hastily threw about them- 
selves scanty coverings and left bath houses 
As quickly as possible. By the time they 
reached the streets, however, the movement 
had ceased, So far no report of serious dam- 
age has been received.

WRECK. 


DENVER, Colo., Aug. 10.—The wreck yester- 
day on the Santa Fe road at Petersburg, ten 
miles from here, proves to have injured more 
persons than was at first reported. The 
number has been increased to eighteen, of 
whom Miss Roberts and Mrs, Eddington may 
die.

ELECTRICITY 


CALLED IN, 


Change Proposed in Handling Large 
Freight Transfers. 


NEw YORK, Aug. 10.—Frank J. Sprague, the 
electrical engineer, President of “the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers, hag 
been intrusted by Henry Villard, for the 
North American Co., with the solution of the 
terminal freight yards problem in Chicago. 
Within a space of oneand a half miles long 
by three-quarters of a mile in width there 
are crowded from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred miles of track. About one hundred 
switch engines are employed there, some of 
them twenty-four hours per day, puffing 
their foulness into the air. Itis estimated 
that from 80 to 90 per cent of all freight that 
enters the Chicago yards ought never to be 
there, being bound for points further on, and 


they would not be there ifa practical way 
could be provided for distributing it among 
the different railroads outside the city limits. 

In applying himself to his work these con- 
ditions are fully recognized by Mr. Sprague. 
He is convinced that the most feasible solu- 
tion will be tound in a system for tnterchang- 
ing freight by a six-track belt road which 
shall form acommon zone oftransfer either 
by itself or in combination with freight ware- 
houses or storage yards. 

Electric traction will be recommended by 
Mr, Sprague for the work proposed. He has 
satisfied himselfthat the only way In’which 
the current can be properly supplied in any 
complicated system will be by an overhead 
conductor, practically rigid in character 
following very nearly the centerline of ali 
tracks and switches, with no movable over- 
head parts, and with return through the 
rail. The locomotive would then be moved 
between two electric planes, the lower being 
the guiding one. 

**There are three problems,’’. says Mr. 
Sprague, ‘‘requiring soiutionin the applica- 
tion of electricity to propulsionon a large 
scale under conditions existing at the Chicago 
terminals. They are, first: The develop- 
ment of an electric locomotive of ample 
power which may be as readily controlled as 
the steam locomotive, which shall be reliable 
in operation and showahigheconomy. Such 
a machine must have allthe adjuncts which 
are necessary for train movement. Second, 
asystem of conductors and methods of sup- 

rting the same whichcan be relied upon 
orample supply current and absolute cer- 
tainty of continuous contact atall speeds on 
curves, switches, cross-overs and the multi- 
tudinous combinations which exist in the 
yard tracks. Third,a system of automatic 
block signaling which, while effective for 
steam traffic, will not be thrown out of oper- 
ation by the useof tracksas conductors of 
electricity. This impliesa change in exist- 
ing signal services. 

‘*While thisisalarge problem,’’ said Mr. 
Sprague, ‘‘it may be approached hopefully. 
The success of the general electric company 
in equipping electric motors for the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad furnishes conciusive 
demonstration of the practicabillty of efforts 
in this line. At Chicago locomotives of 700 
horse-power will be needed. There its no 
doubt that they can be made, andthat elec- 
tricity can do everything done by steam while 
removing entirely the nulsance of smoke and 
cinders that must attend the use of a steam 
as a motor.’’ 


GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


Bureau of Agriculture Statistics for the 
Month of August. 


WASHINGTOS, D. C., Aug. 10.—The August 
report of the statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture shows a reduction in the con- 
dition of cotton during July from 86.9 to 82.3. 
This is the lowest average since August, 1886, 
when the general condition was one point 
lower. Theseason has been almost every- 
where too wet, though in South Carolina and 
Georgia alternations of excessive rainfall 


and blistering sunshine have been injurious. 
In Texas heed of rain is reported by some 
corres pondenfs. 

The natural resultof these conditions ap- 
pears in grassy flelds, rank plant growth and 
small fruitage, with considerable shedding. 
Grass worms and caterpillars have appeared 
in the more southern and western districts, 
but no material @amage has yet resulted. 
The States’ averages of condition are: Vir- 
ginia, 88; North Carolina, 82; South Carolina, 
83; Georgia, 84; Alabama, 83; Mississippi, 90; 
Loutsianua, 83; Texas, 86; Arkansas, 75; Ten- 
nessee. 79,

LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


Col EH. Clay King’s Death Sentence 
- Commuted. 


OPINION EQUALLY DIVIDED ON THE 
GOVERNOR’S ACTION. 


and Applauded by Others—History of 
the Killing of David H. Poston—How 
the Matter Is Regarded in Memphis— 
Crime News. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 10.—The sentence 
of Col. H. Clay King, who was to have 
been hung next Friday for the murder of 
David H., Poston, a prominent law- 
yer, in Memphis, March 10, 1891, 
was on last evening commutted 
to life imprisonment by Gov. Buchanan, 
Petitions from every ‘partof the Stateand 
from other States were before the Governor 
asking for clemency, as were, also, protests 
against such action. It @asnot until late 
last evening thatthe Governor decided to 
commute the sentence. 

THE NEWS IN MEMPHIS. 

MeEMPHts, Tenn., Aug. 10.—The official let- 
terof Gov. Buchanan commuting the sen- 
tence of Col, H. Clay King from death to im- 
prisonment for life will be recorded by 
Sherif! McLendon to-day and ~oby *to- 
morrow King will on his 
way to the Nashville Penitentiary 
to serve out hisiife sentence. Popular feel- 
ing here is very much divided over the act of 
the Governor in the matter and he is censured 
and commended on every side. The Poston 
brothers feel outraged, as nothing but the 
execution of King would satisfy their sense 
of justice. 

Col, King declines to be interviewed by re- 
porters, and merely returns his thanks for 
their calls. During bis imprisonment he has 
never asked the jailer for the slightest favor, 
and would not ask the Governor for 
clemency. He explained it this way, 
saying: ‘‘I can’t ask for anything. I 
may be blamed for .: but it 
ismynature. If Iwereon the gallows and 
among the spectators was Gov. Buchanan 
looking up at me and I knew that just for 
asking him I would be pardoned,I would goto 
the devil before I would ask for his pardon.’’ 
Col. King has been drinking about a quart of 
whisky a day for some time, but this morn- 
ing he quit suddenly and decided to drink 
nomore. He seems less thankful to the Gov- 
ernor than the members of his family, who 
have been saved the disgrace of a public ex- 
ecution, The age and feeble condition of 
Col. King would indicate that he will not live 
long as a State prisoner. 

The Appeal-Avalanche condemns the Gov- 
ernor’s action and asks what the effect on 
law and order will be, and asserts that Gov. 
Buchanan, by weakly yielding to senti- 
mentality, has rendered voidthe good work 
of the courts. 

The Governor’s action was a surprise to 
Attorney-General Peters, who said that it 
would do more than anything else possible to 
encourage lynching. It would establish a 
conviction in the popular mind that a man of 
wealth and prominence could not be pun- 
ished. 

Col. King was informed of the*Governor’s 
clemency by his son, Haughton King. He 
received the news coolly and manifested no 
gratitude. 

On March 10, 1891, Col. King shot David H. 
Poston on Main street at noon. The wounded 
man was removed to the private infirmary of 
Mitchell & Maury, where he died the follow- 
ing afternoon. In 1884 Col. King was engaged 
astheattorney of Mrs. M. E. Pillow, the 
widow of Gideon E, Pillow, known to fame as 
the hero of the Pillow massacre on the Mis- 
sissippl River. Mrs. Pillow was a handsome, 
well-preserved of 4 when 
Col, King He was a 
lawyer prominent in his profession, the 
author of several law books; fortwelve 
years had been Attorney-General of the State 
of Tennesse, and was distinguishedasa sol- 
dier, having been the gallant cavalry leader 
of King’s cavalry during the war. Soon Col, 
King found it convenient to move his resi- 
dence to Lee County, Ark., where he owned a 
valuable plantation which he leased to Mrs. 
Pillow. He left his family in Memphis, how- 
ever, and scandal coupled his name with that 
of Mrs. Pillow. Three years later Mrs. Pil- 
low moved to Memphis. Col. King then sent 
his familly to the Arkansas plantation, re- 
maining here himself and boarding with Mrs. 
Pillow, to whom he rented the house out of 
which his family had moved. j 

On the trial a question as to the relation be- 
tween Col. Kingand Mrs. Pillow was asked, 
and Col. King, assuminga dramatic attitude, 
Said: ‘*You have doubDtiess read ‘David Cop- 
perfield.’” You remember he was unhappily 
married, that be loved another with a pre 
love, hoping when his wife died to make her 
his second wife. Mrs. Pillow was my Agnes, 
I was her David,’’ 

But his Agnes was afraid to trust him, and 
when at her behest he transferred to her all 
his property in Lee County, on the condition 
that she would not record the transfer, she 
violated her part of the agreement by doing 
so. This was the beginningof the disagree- 
ment which followed. The end was that Col. 
King fleda sult against Mrs. Pillow, asking 
that she be compelled to vacate the planta- 
tion on the ground that no cunsideration was 
given. This suit was kept out of the news- 
papers for months, and when at length it 
was published it created a tremendous sen- 
sation, 

Following the publication Mrs. Pillow filed 
a cross bill containing, among other charges, 
one that Col. King had heard stories concern- 
ing his wife from a negro that would enable 
him to procure a divorce from her. This in- 
sult toa pure woman Col. King resented, and

The correspondent accomranied the mur- 
derer to jailafew minutes iater, and aske 
himifhe had anything to say.

The jury was out only two 
hours. Heappealed tothe Supreme Court, 
and it was given out that he would argue his 
own case. Attorney-General Pickles got 
wind of his plan of defense, and so took the 
wind out of his sails that at the last moment 
Col. King refused to speak. Chief Justice 
Turney was taken ill after the hearing, and 
no decision was rendered for three weexs. 
It was adverse to the prisoner on every point 
raised, Justice Snodgrass alone dissenting.

HONORS ARE EASY. 


Status of Affairs in and About Home- 
stead Mills, 


BOTH SIDES CLAIM THE NEAR APPROACH 
OF VICTORY. 


A Non-Union Man Assaulted by Strikers 
—Aid Received by the Locked-Out Men 
—Threatening Letter Sent to Alderman 
McMasters—Radical Reforms Proposed 
by Cigarmakers—Labor News. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 10.—Honors are easy 
in the struggle here this morning. The firm 
secured thirty-five new men to take the 
places of those who deserted the day before 
andtwoor three additional men. The mill 
seems to be operating smoothly ina number 
of departments, although the locked-out 
men claim they have indisputable ev- 
idence that the product is very costly 
and poor in quality. This, of course, the firm 
ridicules and states that for several orders 
which were filled, letters have been received 
complimenting them on the excellence of the 
product. 

The question of liquorin the miil has be- 
come a factor in the dispute here, The 
locked-out men claim that whisky and beer 
have been freely given the workmen, and a 
number have come out in a state of intoxica- 
tion, These charges, of course, are denied 
by the firm, which alleges that nothing 
stronger than oatmeal and water is given the 
workmon, 

The locked-out men are looking forward to 
Hugh O’Donnell’s return this evening, and 
when he comes he may be given a reception 
because of his efficient work in the East. 
The leaders do not believe that the Chairman 
of the Advisory’ Committee will return quite 
sosoonashe thought several days ago, as 
they have advised him that at present no 
urgent necessity exists for his return and his 
work is sich asto continue to encourage the 
men better than his presence could, 

The Homestead men are highly indignant 
over the allegation that threats were made 
to biow up the Eighteenth Regiment armory. 
‘‘It isan infamous lie, merely concetved for 
the purpose of injuring our cause and giving 
the impression that we are Anarchists. If 
the soldiers or anybody élse can tell us of one 
authentic threat made by a Homesteader we 
will guarantee to bring the parties to 
justice.’’ 80 spoke Acting Chalir- 
man Crawford this morning. Con- 
tinuing, he said that confidence in 
victory is now unbounded amorgg the men, 
and a thorough@nvestigation has tailed to 
disclose one name of the alleged thirty who, 
according to the firm, made application to 
return to work yesterday morning.

NON-UNION MAN ASSAULTED. 

John Reams, a non-union workman em- 
ployed at the upper Unton Mill, was as- 
saulted by two men while on his way to work 
this morning and badly beaten. His assail- 
ants were arrested and taken to the station- 
house, where they were recognized as #d- 
ward Simmer, a striker, and Thos. Connors, 
a formeremploye. Reams’ tnjuries are pain- 
ful, but not dangerous. This is the first 
trouble since the beginning of the strike at 
the Union mills. The assault caused 
considerable excitement, but Police Supt.

the mill.

Potter 
says he will also float one over the Home- 
stead mill. About one hundred men are at 
work atthe Union mills and nearly fourteen 
hundred at Homestead. Duquesne Is in need 
of only afew more men to put the mill on 
double turn, 

Preps \tions to provide permanent houses 
for the: . pmestead men are rapidly going on 
and wo as already commenced on twenty- 
five of the hundred houses to be erected for 
the men on the company’s property. It is 
expected at least fifty will be built before 
cold weather, and the remainder will be 
under way. This new town will be built on 
the upper part of the city farm property pur- 
chased by the company. It has already been 
laid out into lots and will be a model town, 
with water, both gas and sewers and electric 
lights. The large store has not yet been 
commenced, but will be ready by the time 
the houses are completed.

All Hope of the Sweet Singer’s Recovery 
Now Abandoned. 


New YorK, Aug. 10.—W. J. Scanlan, the 
comedian, who was committed to Blooming- 
dale Insane Asylum several months ago, is 
growing worse and will soon be in the last 
stages of paresis. Although he is apparently 
improved in physical health and has gained 
in flesh, his mind ts steadily giving way. His 
manager, August Pitou, is notinthe city, but 


it was said yesterday by one of Mr. Pitou’s 
agents that all hope of Mr. Scanlan’s recov- 
ery had been abandoned. Occasionally the 
comedian is rational. 

When Scanlan was placed inthe asylum it 
was thought that he. would live but a few 
weeks at furthest, but he rallied and fora 
time his friends thought that he would en- 
tirely recover, Heisstilla young man, not 
yet 35. 

Scanlan’s Irish songs were comparable 
to the German melodies of Fritz Emmet, and

Speaking of Scanlan’s successful stage ca- 
reer to-day one of the actor’s friends said: 
**He was born in Springfield, Mass., of Irish 
parentage. He worked in a store until he 
was in the neighborhood of 13 yearsof age. 
Then he became connected with several tem- 
perance societies. He sang temperance songs 
and delivered temperance lectures. He was 
known as Master Willie, the boy temperance 
singer. By and by he came to New York 
and went to work down town somewhere. 
He had a decided talent forlIrish comedy 
and Irish songs, and hardly had he estab- 
lished himself in New York when he was 
a feature of the ‘House of Lords’ and at 
Harry Hill’s in Hester street. He was one of 
the pair known as Scanlan and Cronin, 
‘Tim’ Cronin’ was a female impersonator. 
They were together for years. Scanlan 
wrote the sketches in which they made such 
successes.

Mrs. Scanlan, the actor’s wife, has beena 
constant attendant of her husband. Mrs. 
Scanlan has a somewhat remarkable history. 
Some years ago she achieved a deal of notor- 
iety as Maguie Jordan, who was implicated 
with Mrs. ‘‘Wes’’ Allen in the escape from 
the Tombs Jalil of the notorjous W. K. 
Sharkey, the gamblerand ward healer, who 
was a prominent figure in politics in the days 
of the Tweed ring. 

After Sharkey escaped from prison he went 
to Spain, and was joined by Maggie Jordan. 
He treated her so badly that she left him. 

Scanlan met, loved and married her in 1877. 
Sharkey died in exile a few years ago. 

The married life of Mr. and Mrs. Scanlan 
has been very happy. She attended him when 
he needed her good advice. No wife could be 
kinder, none more faithful. But for her care 
he would have failed months ago. She Is sev- 
eral years his senior. 

It is cited as a fact worth remembering that 
Scanlan was the only Irish actor who ever 
visited the other side and was received with 
open arms. In 1883 he played throughout 
Ireland, England and Scotiand, drawing 
crowded houses everywhere and earning un- 
stinted praise,

AUSTRALIA'S JERRY SIMPSON. 


Sir George Dibbs Abuses the World’s 
Fair Manegement. 

New YoOrK, Aug. 10.—A rather violent scene 

occurred in the billiard-room of the Victoria 


| Hotel on Monday afternoon between Her 


Majesty’s Prime Minister for the colony of 
New South Wales, Sir George Dibbs, and Col, 
Alexander Campbell. A number of people 
witnessed it.

for Sir George, but finally met hftmat the 
entrance to the large billiard hall of the 
place.

**Sir George, lam giad to welcome you to 
America, at the same time extending my 
ane He repiied, accepting my proffered 

and: 

‘*I don’t care a-——for your country, and 
I’m — sorry I’m in it.’’ - 

Hes esharply and with unseemly em- 
phasis, I said again: 

**I’m Very sorry you don’t like the country, 
but you have seen only alittieofit. 1 hope 
you wil visit Washington and see more of it 
en route,’’ 

To this he retortea again with emphasis 
which conld net be accounted for upon any 
creditable hypothesis: ‘*‘—— —— Uhicago. 
I’il be —— if 1 gothere, and don’t want to 
see Washington, and I don’t want tosee any 
more of your — country. The — Chicago 
peopie have caused us to squander £20,000 for 
your —— fair. Niorethan that, if you had 
not come to Australia we would not have put 
up a-— und. Your people wrote and 
telegraphed me that your promises were un- 
authorized and that we might have 50,000 
feet instead of the 200,000 you promised, and 
put up our own bullding in case we choose to 
come,’’ 

On hearing this extraordinary fusillade I 
pecan to think something was wrong. I 
Said: 

**This is all news to me, Sir George, and I 
must look into it. I have had within a few 
days, and repeatedly before, assurances from 
the Fair directory that they would give spe- 
clalattention tothe Australfan colonies, for 
they are a commercial fleld which we greatly 
want tocuiltivate. iam sure that if you will 
go to Chicago the directory will take you to 
the grouniisand make you feel that special 
attention will be given to Australia and New 
Zealand.’’ 

He said in a tone still more aggressive: 

‘*I have telegraphed my peopleto give up 
the whole work and let what has been squan- 
dered go. Butsomesaythey will come any- 
how. Very well, let them come. I know 
that not one-quarter asmany will come as 
would tf your Chicago directory had not 
treated us so meanly.’’ 

The talkran alongat thisrate fora few 
minutes. Sir George would not be molilified. 
Thewmore I talked theless inclined he seemed 
to be to stop abusing the country and its peo- 
ple. So I concluded he wasa hard case to 
deal with under present conditions. 

The Premier and young Lord Villiere, who 
accompanied him, were soon after on their 
way to Montreal. They were anxious to get 
off the sollofsuch a blasted country as this 
and letit be known before leaving, as cur- 
rently reported, that they were going to 
Canada to avoid contact with the objection- 
abie Yankees whom they would encounter on 
the run across the continent by the direct 
route, forthey are bound for Sydney by way 
ofSan Francisco.

STUDIES OF MARS. 


Some Results of Prof. Pickering’s Recent 
Observations. 


NEw YORK, Aug. 10.—Prof. Pickering of 
Harvard Observatory, who has made a close 
study of the planet Mars, says: 

‘*In my observations of Mars I have seen 
two large areas near the equator which are 
permanently blue. Nearthe edges they ap- 
pear light blue. Light is slightly polarized. 
The total size of the area is about 600,000 


square miles, one-half the size of the Medl- 
terranean sea. On June 23asmall dark spot 
appeared in the southern snow cap. Later 
thig spot lengthened rapidiy and early 
in July was a thousand miles 
long, dividing the snow in half. 
Sixteen hundred thousand square miles of 
snow have melted within the last thirty days. 
The melted snow has apparently been bad for 
the seas acrossiand. A small dark area sur- 
rounded by snow appeared on July 10, and 
two days later I firstsaw a dark linein the 
fork ofa ‘‘Y’’ shaped mark inttie direction 
ofthe seas. The line became more conspicu- 
ous on July 14, andonthe i6th a dark area 
about the size of Lake Erie appeared on the 
northern side of the stem of the Y which was 
connected with the Northern sea. 
The next day there appeared a 
large dark gray area near the Northern 
sea. Thishad grown much fainter by July 
2andanewarea appeared tothesouth of 
the Northern Sea, concealing its outline. The 
line in the fork of the Y had disappeared, but 
the area of the Y hadextended. July 24 a 
large dark area appeared, ph os denny either 
a lake or sea and July 25 the southern branch 
ofthe Y became very narrow. The outlines 
of the Northern Sea were seen again, a nar- 
row white line stretching north from the 
snow. Many other changes were noted. 
Rapidly changing faint whitish areas were 
seeh. Green arches nearthe poles have not 
been seen for many weeks, but traces were 
recently suspected and a bright green area 
py distinctly seen near the North Pole last 
night,’’

Trying to Track the Anthor of the Fall 
River Crime.

LIZZIE BORDEN PLACED UPON THE 
RACK TO-DAY. 


Facts Now in Possession of the Police— 
The Story Told by the Daughter When 
the Dead Bodies of Her Father and 
Step-Mother Were Discovered—Blood- 
Stained Clothing. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 10.—There {fs still 
no solution’of the double murder mystery at 
the Borden mansion. The, private inquiry 
that is going on inthe Second District Court 
ig in reality an inquest ordered by Judge 
Blaisdell at the suggestion of District Attor- 
ney Knowlton asthe result of the midnight 
conference of the authorities. 

The statement made by the daughter, Liz- 
zie Borden, upon whom suspicion has fallen, 
differedin no material fact fromthe story 
she told the police on Thursday, the 
day of the tragedy. She claims that 
when her father came home he lay down in 
the sitting-room and read his paper. The 
servant girl was up-stairs. She herself went 
out tothe barn to get some lead sinkers to 
use on a fishing trip she was going to take, 
She was gone about twenty minutes, and 
when she came back found her father butch- 
ered. She called to the servant girl, who 
brought Dr. Bowen. She heard nothing and 
saw nothing of the murderer. The servant 


girl says she was at work cleaning windows 
inthe front room up-stairs and she heard 
nothing until Miss Lizzie called her. 

But there are ascertained facts with which 
Miss Lizzie’s stary does not fit. Supposing the 
murderer to have been somebody who en- 
tered the house and then escaped from It ait- 
er his bloody deed, how did he get away? Not 
out of the front door, certainly, for them he 
would have been seen by somebody inthe 
passing throngs, The only other exit was the 
back door. Butthat is directly opposite a 


window sat during allthis time Mrs, Buffen, 
the lady of the house, and she says nobody 
wentinoroutofthe door until the servaat 
ran out on her way to Dr. Bowen’s. 

But supposing the murderer to have got 
into the back yard unobserved by Mrs. 
Buffen, he must then climbthe high board 
fence and get overthe barbed wire without 
being seen. And when he had donethat he 
wculd, bein the yard of a neighbor, from 
which the only way out was past the neigh- 
bor’s house and windows and yery front door 
upon a street almost as much traveled as the 
one in front. 

The fence is covered with dust and shows 
no signs that anybody has climbed It; the 
barbed wire has not been disturbed nor torn 
anybody’s clothing. Nobody was seen in Mr, 
Borden’s nor any of the yards. 

These considerations are entirely aside from 
the fact that there was no apparent motive 
for the murder, Mr. Borden not being robbed 
and nothingin the house being disturbed. 
There is still more tothis. Nelther the ser- 
vant girl nor the people in the adjacent 
houses heard an outery nor a sound ofa 
struggle. Yet Mr. Borden was in fair health 
and Mrs. Borden was a robust, powerful 
woman. Therefore itis argued that either 
they must have been under the influence of 
drugs or theirassatiant was a personof whom 
they had no fear. 

.Ore remarkable than this even, the re- 
sults of investigation satisfied Medical Ex- 
aminer Dolan that Mrs. Borden was killed at 
least an hour before her husband. This ap- 
pears from the statement of Dr. Bowen, that 
when he arrived \ir. Borden’s body was 
warmand the blood was flowing, but Mrs. 
Borden’s body was cold andsiiff. During 
the hour that elapsed where was the murder- 
er? He must have been concealed some- 
where about the house. But it would have 
been impossible for an outsider to know 
when Mr. Borden would come homé. The 
murderer must, theretore, have stayed upon 
the very scene of his first crime, not know- 
ing what moment it might be discovered and 
he with it, though immediateiy after his 
second murder he disappeared so amazingly 
that no one can guess how he went. 

The first question Dr. Bowen asked of Lizzie 
whenhe reached Mr. Borden’s side, was, 
*‘*where is your mother?’’ 

**She’s gone out,’’ said Lizzie. ‘‘She went 
out two hours agotosee a sick friend, who 
wrote a note asking herto goand see ber.’’ 

A few minutes afterward Mrs. Borden’s 
body was found up stairs. No trace of any 
such note has. been discovered anywhere 
about the house, and although every man, 
womanand child in Fall River has heard 
about it nobody has come forward to acknol- 
eige the writing of it. When Lizzie found 
that her father had been murdered she called 
for the servant girl, not for her mother. The 
note would account for this strange omission 
if the note or any trace of it could be found. 

The wounds on jirs. Borden’s head offera 
wide field for theorizing. First she was 
struck a straight blow in front of her fore- 
head, delivered either when she was stand- 
ing or when she reclined upon her back. This 
was with the edge of the hatchet, The body 
lay face downward on the floor six feet from 
the bed. Yet theservant giri at work upon 
the same floor did not hear it fall. How did 
it get into that position? That is one of the 
puzzies for which nobody has suggested an 
adequate solution. 

The hemorrhage was very small from both 
bodies. This was what started and gave 
olor tothe idea that Mr. and Mrs. Borden 
had been poisoned before they were butch- 
ered. 

Mr. Borden was worth halfa million dol- 
lars, and, though penurious as a rule, was 
inclined to be generous to his househoid, but 
Lizzie resented his liberality toward the step- 
mother. Her own mother died in giving birth 
to her and she has been odd all her life. She 
grew up to be much of a recluse, She Is far 
from homely, though not particularly hana. 
some, but she never had a lover, she has 
avoided the company of young men and has 
never gone into society. She has her defend- 
ers, who say she has anamiable disposition. 
The allegations to the contrary May be mere 
ill-natured gossip. 

One thing is certain. She has wonderful 
self-possession. When with Dr. Bowen she 
stood by her father’s body, when her mother 
was discovered murdered, at the timeof the 
funeral, and on all other occasions since this 
story began she has manifested, they say, al- 
most unshaken calmness. She 1s a mascu- 
line looking woman, with a strong, resolute, 
unsympathetic face. She is robustly bullt, 
83 years old and of average height. Her 
voice has a pecullar guttural harshness. Her 
hair is brown and long, her eves brown and 
steady. Her self-possession is expressed in 
her looks. She must know that she is under 
constant police espionage and suspicion, but 
there is nothing in her appearance to show 
that she is concerned about It. 

Miss Lizzie has been a prominent worker in 
the charch and temperance cause, and has 
been looked upon as an earnest Cristian 
woman of noble charucter. Sheis well edu- 
cated and has moved in the best society in 
Fall River. : She is proud of her family con- 
nection, as all the Bordens are. 

The Borden daughters were not poor, If 
their father had died without a cent to his 
credit they would have been inno danger of 
starving. They are worth $10,000 each, per- 
haps niore, but not less. Both daughters 
have recelved property from their father. 
He did Lot spend money unnecessarily and 
would buy as closely as he could, but he was 
good to his family, and didn’t propose ever 
to leave his daughters in want. 

He gave them different properties at dif- 
ferent times until in the aggregate the united 
possessions amounted to considerable. It ts 
related that when there was trouble about the 
collection of the rents of two tenement: houses 
Which the girls ow ned, he trade with them 
and gave a block of stock in return for the 
houses. The girls much preferred collecting 
dividends torents, This fact shows that the 
old entenan had no en i to treat his 
own Kin unfairiy or tqo closes).

ALLEGED BRUTALITY. 


Officers Sheehan and McCree Accused of 
Handling a Prisoner Roughly. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock this morning Wm. 
T. Lott, night cook atthe Home restaurant, 
on Sixth street, near Franklin avenue, was 
brought to the Third District Station by OfM- 
cers Sheehan and McCree and locked upona 
charge of drunkenness. A few minutes later 
two gentlemen, Mr. Julius Voges of 210% 
North Third and Mr. E. Knowles of 916 North 


Tenth called at the station and made com- 
plaint against the officers who had arrested 
Lott, chargingthem with unnecessary and 
violent tabuse of the prisoner while making 
the arrest. 

Mr. Knowles was seen by a reporter at his 
residence and gave the following account of 
the *‘outrageous affair,’’ as he termed it: 
‘*l was standing near the corner of Ninth 
and Franklin about9a. m. and noticed the 
man Lott, who ts a stranger to me, lying 
asleep on some barrels in front ofthe whole- 
sale grocery of Mr. Kalser. Pretty soon two 
patrolmen came along and, one of 
them going up to the sleeping man, 
without parley of any’ kind, took 
hold of him and threw him into 
the gutter and kicked and slapped him while 
he wasdown. The man, who did not seem 
to be drunk, gotupand was walking away 
from the officer, when he was met at the cor- 
ner by the other patrolman and once more 
knocked down and slapped about vefore he 
could getup. Thetwoofficersthen dragged 
him to the nearest patrol box, when he fre- 
celved a third dose of abuse by being jammed 
against a wall and otherwise punished. Dur- 
ing allthis time the man had offered no de- 
fense of resistance, merely makinga verbal 
remonstrance against his treatment. 
While the officers were waiting for 
the patrol wagon a gentleman in the 
crowd who, Ilafterwards learnedto be Mr, 
Julius Voges, wentacross to get the num- 
bers of the patroimen and, as he came away, 
one of the policemen appliie Sere of vile 
names for his officiousness. After the man 
had been taken away I joined Mr. Voges and 
we went downto the station and lodged the 
complaint. Quite a number of business men 
and respectable citizens of that vicinity wit- 
nessed the brutal affair, andall agreed that 
it wasashameandan outrageina civilized 
city.’’

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BLAME THE DOCTOR. 


Startling Testimony at the Inquest on 
Mrs. Julia Primm. 


WRB KESSLING SAYS THE PHYSICIAN 
SUMMONED WAS DRUNK. 


He Is Said to Have Gone to Sleep in a 
Chair After Writing Out a Prescrip- 
tion—An Old Man Sent to the Work- 
House on His Daughter’s Com- 
plaint. 


Deputy Coroner Meade commenced his in- 
vestigation this morning into the cause of 
Mrs. Julia Primm’s death. The lady 
lived at, 2718 Winnebago street, and be- 
came a mother on the 27th of July, 
and died iast Monday night. The 
only witness examined to-day was Mrs. Lena 
Kessling, the midwife. After the child was 
born, Mrs. Kessling called a physician or 
rather said that one should be sent for and 
the lady living down stairs summoned a 
doctor whom Mrs. Kessling had never seen 
before. ‘‘He refused to listento any sug- 
gestions I offered,’’ saidthe witness, ‘‘but 
grufiy told methat he would find out for 
himself. He wrote several prescriptions and 
threw them away and finally fixed one 
that suited him and sent a lady out 
to get it filled. He then sat down 
beside the bed and while waiting for the 
medicine, which proved to be chloroform, he 
fell asleep and I noticed that he was in- 
toxicated. After the chloroform was brought 
it was administered in a‘most brutal manner 
and the whole action ofthe physician was 
brutal and bungling.’’ 

Mrs. Kessling saw the doctor there next 
day but not after that and did not learn who 
he was. She attended the sicx woman until 
last Saturday when her time was up and she 


left. At that time Mrs. Primm seemed tobe 
out of danger.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 10.—As there 
are a number of counties in the State affect- 
ed by it, the following communication from 
Attorney-General Wood to Secretary of State 
Lesueur, submitted to-day, will be read with 
general public interest:

DEAR Sik—In reply to your inquiry of the 9th as 
to whether under the Austraiian ballot law the same 
erson may be nominated forthe offices of County 
Sollector and Sheriff, I beg to reply 
asfollows: Itis proyided by Sec. 7585, Revised 
Statutes, 1889. which is the same as _ sec. 
6732, R. 8., 1879, that the ottices of sheriff and 
collector shall be distinct in all of the counties in 
this State, ‘‘provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be so construed as to prevent thesame 
erson from holding both offices of sheriff and col- 
ector.’’ However, the Austraiian bailot law, 
passed in 1589, contains the following provision: 

**No person shall accept a nomination to, nor be 
published as acandidate for more than one office.’’ 
As this latter provision is the latest pxpreenan of 
the legislative wili on the subject I take it that it 
repeals the proviso above quoted for sec. 7565

THE CONTRACT NOT APPROVED. 


The Council Adjourned Without Acting 
onthe City Hall Stone Bid 


After holding over for one week in order to 
permit the Board of Public Improvements to 
pass onthe bids forthe cut stone work for 
the new City Hall, the City Council adjourned 
last night without approving the contract 
and bid of the Pickel Stone Co. At its meeting 
yesterday, the board awarded the contract 


to the Pickel Stone Co., their bid being 
$152,797. Street Commissioner Murphy raised 
the point that this amount was in excess of 
the estimate made bythe President of the 
Board of Public Improvements by more than 
$12,009, and voted against the measure for 
other reasons which were published in yes- 
terday’s PosT-DISPATCH. 

It appears that the supervising architect’s 
estimate was about $154,000, and as the bid 
was below this the other members ofthe 
board voted to accept it. 

Yesterday afternoon the Committee on 
Public Improvements called Commissioner 
Murphy before them, and just what passed 
is not known, but when the Council adjourned 
last night it was noticed that nothing had 
been suid about or done with the very con- 
tract for which the Councll had continued in 
session a week longer than was expected. 

Water Commissioner Holman, who its also 
Acting President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, stated that hecould assign no 
reason for the committee not presenting the 
bond and contract to the Council. 

The question ratsed by Maj. Murphy that 
the letting of the contract for Amherst stone 
is in conflict with the provision of the oral- 
nance which says that the exterlor walls 
must be of Missouri granite and brick, had 
been referred to City Counselor Marshall 
and satisfactorily settied. So it must have 
been for some other reason than this that the 
Council committee did not act on the con- 
tract. 

City Counselor Marshall states that he did 
not pass upon the question of the validity of 
that contract. The question asked him was, 
Could stone other than that produced in Mls- 
souri be used in ‘‘ornamenting and deco- 
rating’’ the new City Halli? ‘*l = an- 
swered that it could, but if I were 
asked if Amherst stone could be used In bDuild- 
ing the exterior walis, I would say no. Itis 
only the ‘ornamental features’ that may be 
of foreign material.’’ 

It is also said that the provision in the con- 
tract making it obligatory tu have all the 
stone cut in >t. Louis was not advertised in 
the proposals for bids, and that this cuts 
some figure in the matter. 

Maj. Murphy could not be seen at his office 
to throw any light on the subject. 

In the meantime the contract must now Ua 
over until Sept. 27, next, before any action 
can be taken on it, and this partof the work 
on the new City Hall be delayed just so much 
longer.

A NORTH END FEvD. 


Police Officers and a Crowd of North St 
Louisans at War. 


Between Patrolmen Spoeneman, Lee and 
Smith on one side anda crowd which con- 
gregates at Nollkamper’s saloon, southeast 
corner of Talcott street and Broadway, there 
are very strained relations, which have be- 
come more unfriendly by frequent combats 
in the Segond Distfict Police Court. On 
Judge Paxson’s docket to-day were James 
Hayes and Charies Steinkamp, charged with 
trespassing, and William Kinsella, Thomas 
Malloy and Edward Gallagner, charged 


with lonnging. Inallof these cases the pa- 
troimen first mentioned were the prosecuting 
witnesses. In the cases of steinkamp and 
Hays the officers alleged that the defendants 
were trespassers ina yard adjoining Noll- 
kamper’s saloon, and that on July 81 they 
insulted women on the premises, so that 
some of the tenants were obliged to move. 
The defendants denied the statements and 
claimed that the place was a public hallway, 
and on these grounds Judge Paxson 
discharged them. On Aug. 1 the officers 
arrested William Kinsella for lounging and 
loitering in front of Nollkanmiper’s saloon and 
Judge Paxson fined Kinsella $5. On the same 
day the officers arrested Thomas Malloy and 
Edward Gallagher, members of the same 
crowd, for lounging, and the cases were con- 
tinued until Aug. 17. 

In addition to these five cases in which the 
officers were plaintiffs there was a sixth case 
onthe docket in which the three officers 
named were defendants. ‘his was a sum- 
mons* case in which John Donohue, 
a porter for Nollkamper, was the plaintiff. 
He alleges that the officers struck him on the 
head on Aug. 4for no reasonat all, and dia 
not arrest him. The police on the other 
hand claim that Donahue was drunk in his 
door, and when they asked him to go inside 
he arose and abused them with the foulest 
language he could command and then fell on 
the stone step, cutting his head. Mr. Simon 
S. Bass,who is counsel for the officers, took a 
change of venue to the First District 
Police Court, because the prejudice of the 
inhabitants of the North End against the 
Officers is very marked, it is alleged. 

Officer Spoeneman in speaking of the 
trouble says that he has been patrolling Tal- 
cott street and Broadway for nine months. 
Some two months ago Dave Bollmercut a 
hole in bis house. Neighbors asked Spoene- 
manto arrest Bolimer, but he refused be- 
cause no offense had een committed. 
Since that time, the officer claims that he 
and his partners have been made the 
objects of nightly abuses by the crowd at 
Nolikamper’s saioon. ‘They threatened re- 
peatedly to take Spoeneman across the street 
and lynch him ina shed, and this threat the 
officer repeated in court to-day. In addition 
to the arrests already made, the officers al- 
leged that Patrolman Smith attempted to ar- 
rest Merriam Burroughs and Mack Nagle for 
canning, but they threw stones at Smith, cut 
him with a knife, took his revolver from him 
and threatened toshoot him with it.

HIS GENIUS SAVED HIM, 


How a German Artillery. Officer Opened 
His Prison Doors. 


BERLIN, Aug. 10.—The inventive genius of 
an officer named Thomas of the German 
Artillery, who in 1884 was sentenced 
at Halle to eleven years’ im prison- 
for treason, has stood him 
in good stead in having his sentence com- 
muted, and will probably result in a material 
improvement in his financial condition. Dur- 
ing his Isisure moments in 
Thomas devoted himself to 
study of improvements in artillery. He 
invented a process which is a great improve- 
mentupon the methods now employed in 
the construction of cannon, and his dis- 
covery promises to prove very Valuable. He 
informed the prison authorities of his 
invention and they in turn notified 
the Government. Officers Delonging to the 
artillery branch of the service were dis- 
patched to the prison, and to them Thomas 
revealed the details of the invention. 
They at once saw that the prisoner 
had made a most valuable discovery 
and communicated the knowledge to the War 
Department. The department recommended 
the release of Thomas and to-day the papers 
were received atthe prison giving the pris- 
oner his liberty. 


WON BY REBELS. 


Moorish Troops Defeated by the 
Angherites. 

TANGIER, Aug. 10.—After a hard battle, 
lasting five hours, the rebel Angherites, 
under their leader, Hamman, have defeated 
the Moorish troops and _ the latter 
are now falling back upon Tangier. 
The greatest excitement reigns in Tangier 
and some Europeans are preparing for flight 
across the straits and others are getting 
ready to make what defense they can against 
the enemy.

HE WILL BEBURIED 


Judge Normile’s Friends Deeide Not to 
Have His Body Cremated. 


THE INQUEST WILL BE A MERE MAT- 
TER OF FORM,

Deputy Coroner Moeade’s Opinion as to 
the Poison Which the Judge Took— 
Telegrams From the Relatives of the 
Deceased Jurist—The Criminal Court- 
Room Draped in Moarning. 


Chief Janitor John F. Walton ran upa flag 
at half mast over the gray Four Courts Build- 
ing this morning. Intheroom of the Crim- 
inal Court beneath the men sent by the un- 
dertakers were draping in black the walls 
and the bench where Judge Normile was 
to sit next month. Undertaker John 
Sheehan was in the room of the dead judge, 
No. 1422 Washington avenue, obtaining the 
portrait of him, painted when he was Prose- 
cuting Attorney of the Criminal Court and 
Was in the hey-day of his fame as 
a lawyer and orator. The portrait will 
be placed in the chair. of the 
judge and hung with crape. In the Coro- 
her’s office, where the body lay fora while 
yesterday before it was taken to the under- 
taker’s, Deputy Chas. E. Meade was rapidly 
getting through with the dozen formal in- 
quests before him, inorder that he might 
take up that on ‘the obody-e of 
the Judge at the time set, 3:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. The Deputy Coroner said: ‘‘I 
shall not go into the manner of the suicide of 
Judge Normile, and we have made no at- 
tempt to find where he got the poison 
he took. That is immaterial. It is 
plain that he killed himself, and that he did 
it with some poison. That’s all we need to 
know for the inquest. Tohuntupthe man 
who sold the poison orto try to discover 
what poison it was would be merely gratify- 
ing curiosity. I think it very unlikely that the 
druggist from whom he got the poison, if he 
gotitfrom one, would come forward and 
acknowledge it now. Of course we shall 
make no post-mortem examination. It is 
not necessary, and none of his friends wish It. 

THE POISON WAS MORPHINE. 

‘**‘My own opinion as to the poison the 
judge took, is that it was morphine,’’ went 
on the Deputy Coroner. ‘*There is every 
evidence that he died a patniess death, and 
died in the position in which he had arranged 
himselftodie, Death py prussic acid, which 
has been suggested as the poison the judge 
took, would have been instant, but violent, 
and the face and lMmbs would have shown 
the shock to which the nerves are subjected 
by this poison, Nothing but the clenched 
hands .indicated the effects of a polson 
like prussic acid, and people who 
die natural deaths eyen, often clinch their 
hands in the last slight convulsion with 
which death comes, The theory that mor- 
phine would not produce death in the hour 
in which the Judge was alone Is a wrong one. 
Morphine will kill a man in a 
few minutes if he has been on a great 
nervous strain forsome time, and has been 
stimulating himself a short time before. 


died of overdoses of morphine that show 
plainly that the drug must have 
killed almost instantly by stop- 
ping the action of the heart. In 
his condition three grains of morphine would 
have killed him. He might have bought a 
grain here and there till he had enough. 
Another reason why I feel con- 
fident that morphine was used 
isthat the Judge tried to buy that drug 
oncein the morning. His letter shows it, 
too. He wanted to die calmly. Hetook the 
morphine and lying down put the pistol 
within reach of his hand, so _ that 
if the sleep did not come he might 
use the builet. The whole toneof the last 
letter shows the desire of the Judge to pass 
away without pliysical pain, and he knew 
that morphine was the potson to use.’’ 


The glass which was found lying on the | 
chair by the bed with the pistol was inthe | 


hands of the deputy coroner as hespoke. It 
was clean, except a line of brownish sedi- 
ment halfway around the edge of the bot- 
tom, That might mean something, 
It could hardly be dirt, as 
the Judge was always scrupulously 
nice about the vessels and dishes from which 
he ate and drank, 

**I think it’s only dust,’® said the Feputy 
Coroner. ‘‘lLhaven’t thought it worth while 
to analyze it.’’ 


THE JUDGE’S LAST REQUEST. 

Ben Finney, who has been for years Judge 
Normile’s friend and confidant, said as soon 
as he heard that the Judgein his will ex- 
pressed the desire to be cremated that he 
should not carry out that request, as he 
did not belleve in cremation. Other friends 
of Judge Normile sustained Mr. Finney in 
this position. Robert Noonan,who was made 
executor of the will, announced, when he 
read it, that the wish of his client 
should be respected. Mr. Finney was anxious 
toavoid any controversy on this pdint, but 
determined that the body should be buried, 
and he made an appointment to meet Air. 
Noonan at 10 o’clock to-day to decide t 
question, The arrangement miscarried in 
some way, and at Il o’clock Mr. Finney 
returned to the Four Courts, where 
Undertaker Sheehan was waiting 
for him, Marshall McDonald wes with Mr. 
Finney, and the two stopped on the sidewalk 
and for some time discussed the attitude of the 
judge towards cremation in his lifetime, Mr, 
McDonala repeated the old lines.

But they claim 
that in the spring of 1885 Rogers & Co, of Bos- 
ton offered fur sale a lantern which differed 
in no essential details from the Stet- 
son lantern, The Steam Gauge & 
Lantern Co. brought sult againstthem in the 
Federal Court for the District of Massa- 
chusetts, and they allege in their bill of com- 
piaint filed yesterday that Ferdinand Mey- 
rose, who id a lamp and lan- 
tern business in this city, assumed 
the defense ofthe suit against Rogers & Co. 


This sult was finally decided against Rogers 
'&Co., March 10, 1891, and Ferdinand Mey- 
then incorporated his busl- 
ness under the laws of Missouri, 
and substantially owned all of the 
concern knownas the Meyrose Lamp & 
Manufacturing Co. The plaintiffs alleges that 
Meyrose has since manufactured and solda 
quantity of Stetson lanterns and they ask 
fora temporary injunction and damages for 
the lamps sold by Meyrose under the alleged 
infringement.

LACK OF FUNDS TO SUSTAIN THEM 
GIVEN AS THE REASON, ;

by the Carpenters’ Brotherhood, but 
the Money Would Not Be Available 
for Three Woeks, and They Could Not 
Walt That Long. | 


This forenoon the great strike of the St. 
Louis planing men was declared off. This 
came in the.nature of a surprise, except to @ 
few who were on the inside, for the men 
were relying on the indorsement of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, and the fact that the Executive 
Board of that body had appropriated 
$10,000 for a strike fund, and that Mr. Kent of 
Omaha had remained in the city as the rep- 
resentative of the board to supervise the dis- 
tribution of the fund, and was empowered 
to say that the whole resources of the broth- 
erhood would be employed to maintain the 
strike. It seemed alittle strange that with 
such backing a strike should fall. 

The'unity of the strikers has been for some 
days more pretended than real. The great 
body remained loyal, but there were 
defections, and the breaks in the ranks the 
past week became noticeably frequent.» The 
strike fund was rather scanty, and men with 
families were compelled to abandon the 
strike and goto work again. For some time 
it has been apparent that unless financial re- 
lief were immediately forthcoming it 
would be impossible: to keep the men to- 
gether. 

COULD NOT WAIT FOR FUNDS. 

There was great enthusiasm, thereforé, 
when the action of the Brotherhood was an- 
nounced, but Mr, Kent was not fully fustalled 
untlh yesterday, and then a conference with 
the local strike board disclosed seyeral difi- 
culties. In the first place, it would take some 
three weeks for any of the Brotherhood 
money to become available, and men with 
needy families could not be expected to hold 
out that length of time. On the contrary, it 
-was more than likely that In three weeks a 
very large percentage of the strikers would 
have melted away under the inexorable pres- 
sure for bread. 

In the second place, the strike had 
not been supported by the sympathetic 
building trades. The local Carpenters’ 
Council had taken no action, pro or con; 
but itis dueto the council to state that its 
concurrence was not officially asked wntil 
last night. Then a request came from the 
mill men that the Brotherhood should order 
the carpenters away from jobs where non- 
union mill work was handled. The council 
hadawarm debate over the question. The 
carpenters took cognizance of the fact that 
the mill men had been gradually giving 
away for several days and a majority of the 
council opposed calling the carpenters out at 
this late day, because such action would have 
very little effect upon the situation. It was 
the opinion that ifthe request had been made 
in an early stage of the fight something would 
have been accomplished, but not now, 

This adverse action of the council greatly 
impressed Mr. Kent, the representative of 
the Brotherhood Executive Board, and also 
the Strike Committeeof the mill 
hands. Mr. Kent was willin 
to throw $10,000 of Brotherhood money, ! 
need be, into St. Louis to sustain the 
strike, but in view oof the _ fact 
that two or three weeks must 
elapse beforethe funds would be avallable 
the committee agreed that the great bulk o 
the men could not stand the financial strain 
much longer, and that it would be the wisest 
course to declare the strike off andend the 
struggle and let the men make the best terms 
they could. And this course was pursued 
and the strike was voted off. 

Upon adjournment the men thered in 
groups discussing the action, and improvised 
meetings of men from different mills are 
held to consider what action to pursue,

**Dolanticipate any opposition in my own 
party for re-election?’’ he said, repeating a 
question asked by a PosT- DISPATCH repre- 
sentative. ‘‘I certainly do not. I expect to 
be renominated and re-elected by a larger 
majority than was recorded in 1890, My 
récord, I am quite sure, and 
my friends tell me ailso, has given 
satisfaction tothe people of the district. 
Iheard in Washington that my friend Tom 
Niedringhaus was threatening torun onthe 
Republican ticket, but lam not syre that he 
isinearnest. He is a nice young man and! 
would hate to give him a bad beating; but 
still, he has aright to run if he wants to. 
From whatIcan learn the party is in good 
trim all over the country, from Maine to 
California and from Oregon to Fiorida. 
C'eveland will get the undivided support of 
his party and the People’s party will dothe 
Republicans more harm than it wiil the 
Democrats. It will surely be a big election 
for the Democrats.’’

Congressman O’ Neill was disposed to speak 
humorously of the committee that investi- 
gated Congressman Watson’s charge of 
drunkenness against members of the House.

Chinese Certificates of Residence. 
There is a great stir in Chinatown over the 
news that the Celestials must soon establish 
their right to residence, in accordance with 
the act of last May to prohibit the coming of 


Chinese persons into the United States. The 
enforcement of this act devolves upon the 
United States Customs Department. 

Sec. 6 of the article in question provides 
that it shall be the duty of all Chinese labor- 
ers within tne limits of the United States at 
the time of the passage of this act, and who 
|} areentitied toremainin the United Statés, 
'toapply tothe collectorof internal revenue 
|of their respective districts within one year 
after the passage of this act for a certificate 
of residence. 

Sec. 7oftheact provides that such certl- 
ficates shall beissued without charge to the 
applicant, and shalicontain the name, age, 
leval residence and occupation ofthe appli- 
cant, and such other description as shall be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and a duplicate thereof shali be filed in the 
office of the Collector of Internal Revenue for 
the district in which such Chinaman makes 
application. 

A photograph of the applicant must also 
accompany each application and a full de- 
scription of him given. Whether the applii- 
cants are laborers or other than laborers 
must also be stated.

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SCHOOL BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


Withholding Money From Contractors— 
An Annex to the Garfield School. 


The regular monthly meeting of the School 
Board was cailedto order at 8 o’clock last 
evening, President Richard Bartholdtin the 
chair. Nothing unusual occurred, the ses- 
sion being devoted entirely to routine busi- 
ness and the reports of the various commit- 
tees. 

In its report the Building Committee recom- 
mended that In future the board retain from 
the respective contractors 30 per cent of the 
amount of the last installment due on their 
contracts, fora period of three months from 
and after the completion of the work, or un- 
til such time as the board shall have received 


satisfactory information to the effect that all 
requirements contained in the respective 
plans, specifications and contracts have been 
fully complied with. 

The Ways and Means Committee reported 
adversely on the resolution offered some 
time ago by Mr. O’Connelltothe effect that 
3,750 coples of School and Home be pur- 
chased for distribution. It also recommended 
that the board practice the strictest economy 
for some months to come in appropriations 
for repairs, as the funds for that purpose 
were very low, there being, in fact, a deficit 
of about $1,600 for the past fiscal year, instead 
of a surplus, as had been anticipated. 

The Lands and Leasing Committee recom- 
mended that the board Ié@ase the hall known 
asthe Cherokee Garden Hall for the use of 
the Garfield School, which, owing to its over- 
crowded condition, requires additional ac- 
commodations for the pupils of that district. 
This hall was formerly used as an annex to 
the Garfield School, but its use had been dis- 
continued.

Gallagher Admits Being Paid $700 
by Clerk Bourdon. | 


The Board of Charity Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon at 8 o’clock at the City 
Hall.
